RONOUNCING the old or-

end, Senator Harding reaf- 
firmed in a statement yesterday 
his belief America must play 
its part in aiding the formation 
of an association of nations 
“that will discourage or tend to 
prevent war, and that will en- 
courage or tend to encourage a 
better understanding.” 

Such an association, said the 
Republican nontinee, could be 
formed without sacrific of 
American sovereignty or ‘ im- 
pairment of the American Con- 
stitution. He declared his pur- 
pose to bring into counsel on 
the subject the ablest Ameri- 
can citizenship, including the 
women of the nation. 


Harding's Statement. 


The full text of 
statement on the league issue: fol- 
lows: 

“Tt seems to me that there 
should not remain a shadow of 
doubt as to my exact position 
regarding the proposed league 
of nations as drafted in Paris 
and submitted to the Senate and 
as regards the great world sen- 
timent for a better understand- 
ing among nations to discourage 
war and generally to advance 
civilization. Let me restate my 
position as explicitly as my pow- 
er of words permits. 

“1, I am =unalterably op- 
posed to going into the League 
of Nations as that particular 
proposition now stands. That 
proposal is contempjuous of and 
potentially destructive of the 
American Constitution. It is 
not favored by the American 
people.

I have not been 
aked that question much since 
then, but the contrast as between 
Ohio, America gnd_ Siberia, 
prompts me to tell you a story 
which possesses the virtue of an 
absolute truth. 

“During a great industrial con- 
troversy in the State of Pennsylva- 
nia, and Pennsylvania, I need not 
remind you, is a great reactionary 
Commonwealth, a group of men 
ind women and children gathered 
together in the district north of 
Pittsburg. The men were out of 
work; it was summer time: the 
children were out of school and 
the women joined them both. A 


.-Speaking was to be held, and about 


the time that it was scheduled to 
start members of the State Con- 
stabulary pounced down upon 
them, wielding the big stick right 
and left, and creating fear and 


consternation among a group of ‘ 


sHrieking women and children. In 
Pennsylvania there is a law that 
under certain circumstances of 
strike or riots it is unlawful for 
more than three people to assem- 
ble. Someone suggested that they 
move across the line into Ohlo, 
less than one-half square away, 
and*there they went. 


“The newspapers of Pittsburg 
and of Cleveland, in feverish ex- 


accent 


citement called me on the phone 


and said: ‘What are you going to 
do about it” ‘I am going to do 
nothing about it so long as they do 
not violate the law of Ohio. In 
Ohio the Constitution ofthe Unit- 
ed States is still In effect, and it 
guarantees the right of free 
speech and the right of public 
assembly.’ They remained all day 
in Ohio; the speeches were deliv- 
ered; the speakers got it all out of 
their system. They felt much bet- 
ter, and when evening came they 
all went back home. A newspaper 
from New York sent out a staff 
correspondent and he recited the 
episode as I have to you, but with 
more elaboration. He wound up 
his story with this observation: 
When the shades of evening 
spread its wings of protection over 
the communtty, the men, womién 
and children left America and 
went back again into Siberia.’ 


“Tt has been a great boon to a 
progressive State to have a re- 
actionary State immediately ad- 
jacent thereto asa sort of a coun- 
ter irritant. The State line between 
Ohio and Pannsyivania runs 
through Sharon, and the line splits 
a large factory in two. One day a 
workman was badly injured, and 
in cohsequence of which he was 
paralyzed from the waist down, but 
his mind ~ clear.

. Great Outstanding Issue. 

“Now, I realize that my message 
to you began a little late, and with- 
out further preliminaries I am go- 
ing to take up the great outstand- 
ing issue in this campaign. I want 
you, first of all, to follow me while 
I give you the origin of the plan 
of the League of Nations. In 1914 
two things were apparent, that 
the loss of life would be beyond all 
precedent and that human slaugh- 
ter as a result of improved meth- 
ods of warfare would stagger and 
paralyze the sensibilities of . hu- 
manity. Second, it was recognized 
that in all probability practically 
all the nations of the world would 
be drawn into the great conflict 
that had been started. At that 
junctur@ 150 men, making up the 
most profound scholars, civil, con- 
gtitutional and international law- 
yers in all the world, assigned 
themselves as ripe ocge to the 
task of trying to evolve some plan 
which would bring an end to war 
in the world. They labored with 
an industry and with a devotion 
to high purpose that historians 
have briefly ascribed as the out- 
standing human endeavor of civ- 
flization, that great conflict, and 
after they had labored day and 
night for months and months they 
brought their plan to the form of 
a written instrument, and after 
that they called in representatives 
of the neutral nations, as they were 
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address. 


called, and then this new group 
set down anew to the _ task. 
Changes were made, refinements 
were made, and additions were 
made. 

“After that the documeng was 
referred to the President of the 
United States and he approved it. 
It was then submitted to ex-Presi- 
dent William H. Taft, and he said 
that he had four suggestions to 
make, and they said, ‘Very well, 
Judge Taft, put them down on pa- 
per,’ and he did, and every one of 
them was written into the cov- 
enant of the league. It was then 
submitted to Charles Evans 
Hughes, Republican nomine® for 
the presidency in 1916, and for 
many years a member of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
Judge Hughes, after careful exam- 
ination, submitted seven proposals, 
and five of them were adopted. 
And then it was given to Elihu 
Root, one of the greatest. civil, 
constitutional and international 
lawyers in the world, a member of 
President McKinley's Cabinet, and 
a member of President Roosevelt's 
Cabinet. He made six suggestions, 
and five of them were written into 
the covenant of the league. It was 
then returned to Europe. 

Given Careful Study. 

“In the meanwhile the great war 
had come to an end and when 
this amended document was pre- 
sented to the great conference at 
Versailles it was accepted and 
adopted without a single dissent- 
ing voice. .President Wilson 
brought it back to America and 
after he had returned it took pos-

Catholic Church, fn his lat- 
est encyclical, indorsed the League 
ef Nations of the world, and 
these are his words: ‘Once the 
league among the nations is found- 
ed on the Christian law in all that 
regards justice and charit?, the 
church will surely not refuse ap- 
proval; a special reason for form- 
ing this society among the na- 
tions is the need generally recog- 
nized of reducing, if it is not.pos- 
sible to abolish it entirely, the 
enormous military expenditure 
whichrcan no longer be borne by 
the states, in order that in this way 
murderous and disastrous wars 
may be prevented.’ 

“Cardinal Gibbons, a great spir- 
ttual representative of the Church, 


ot 


has also indorsed the League of 
Nations. 

“And then I hold what would 
seem to me at least to be the most 
sacred indorsement until] the last. 
The document that I hold in my 
hand is written in the tears of 
81,000 mothers whose boys to- 
night sleep in France, the Nation- 
al Board of American War Moth- 
ers, the Gold Star mothers meet- 
ing at Louisville, 
these résolutions: ‘Millions of boys 
were called to the service of their 
country to fight a war to stop War. 
Therefore, be it resolved that\ the 
National Board of American War- 
Mothers go on record strongly in- 
dorsing the league that stands for 
a world-wide peace.’ 

“After President Wilson had 
come back to America he called 
tg the White House members of 
the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, members of the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
and the Executive, with the mem- 
bers of these two bodies, consult- 
ed and conferred for many hours, 
and during that conference many 
Suggestions were made to the 
President. Ile wrote them down, 
every one. lie took them back 
to France, and he said to his col- 
leagues at teh table,’ 
tlemen, this seems to be the com- 
posite thought of the Congress of 
the United States. It is expressed 
by the members of the two com- 
mittees of the Congress, one the 
Senate and one the House, which 
have to do with the international 
affairs. I urge upon you as a 
means of reassurance to our peo- 
ple, as the means of hastening an 
early peace, to pass these sugges- 
tions into the covenant of the 
league.’ 

Alleged Senate Consplracy. 

“And President Wilson's appeal 
was so persuasive that the confer- 
ence at Versailles accepted every 

one of the congressional sugges- 
tions and wrote them into the 
document itself, but before Wood- 
row Wilson had a chance to step 
on the soil of France again the

Now, the first cause of war was 
the disposition on the part of large 
nations to appropriate territory be- 
longing to small nations. That was 
the first, the outstanding cause of 
war. They said, “What !s the cure 
that we should apply?” So, they 
wrote Article 10—and what ta Ar- 
ticle 107 Nothing more nor less 
than the Seventh Commandment of 
Holy Writ, ‘Thou shalt not steal.’ 
That is the Article 10 that you 
hear so much about. 

Second Cause of War. 


“Then they said: "What its the 
second cause of war” And the 
response was, secret treaties. Smal! 
nations, living tn fear, had made 
secret defensive treaties with large 
nations. Two or three emall na- 
tions, making a defensive treaty 
with a large nation: a second 
group of emall nations with a seo- 
ond large nation: and a third 
group of small nations with a third 
large nation, and so on—al!] done 
under cover, no publictty what- 
soever. In consequence of this, 
when a controversy arose in Fu- 
hope, then all of Europe in the 
main was involved and embrofied. 
and all Europe was ablaze and 
afiame with war over night. What 
was the cure? A very simple pro- 
vision—that In the future all! trea- 
ties made between nations should 
be filed as public documents at the 
general office of the League of 
Nations. | 

“Then the third cause of war, 
the practice of the nations to arm 
themselves to the teeth. Show me 
a man who carries a Winchester 
over his shoul@er. a Bowle knife 
and a six-shooter in his belt, and 
I will sh@®w you an individual whe 
is not endeavoring to protect him- 


sefl, but who its looking for a pre- 
text to fight. And the nations of 
the world were armed in this way 
throughout the years. There was 
the third cause, and what was the 
cure provided? The disarmament 
of the nations of the world. ff 
they haven't anything to fight with 
they cannot fight at all. : , 

“The fourth cause of war was 
this’ That Kings, Queens and po- 
tentates could declare war over- 
night, without consulting the wish 
or will of the men and worfien of 
the nation in question. What cure 
was applied? A very common- 
sense arrangemept, which is, that 
in the event of a controversy be- 
tween the nations of the world, it 
shall be submitted for at least nine 
months to discussion and arbitra- 
tion. 


Four Causes and Four Cures, 

“There are the four causes of 
war and the four cures for war. 
Now, I am going ask myself 
questions which relate to the ob- 
jections against the league. 


“First of all, you have heard it 
said that the league is in conflict 
with the Constitution of the United 
States—have you heard that here? 
The outstanding legal authority in 
America is the American Bar Asso- 
clation. It appointed a committee 
to investigate this very question, 
and it reported that it did not find 
a word, nor a phrase, nor an intent 
in the League of Nations which 
ran contrary to the Constitution of 
the United States. 


“Another objection—that if we 
go into the league, our sons will 
be sent overseas every time they 
have @ back-alley row in Burope. 
Is there a teacher in any of your 
universities here? (To teacher in 
audience) Is it not true that under 
the Constitution, the right to de- 
clare_war is exclusive with the 
Congress and.the Congress alone? 
(Teacher replied “Yes.”") The Pres- 
ident is Commander-in-Chief of the 
army and navy? (Teacher said 
“Yes, sir’) But, has he any more 
right to declare war than a Chief 
of Police in #t. Louls? (Teacher 
said he had net) 


“Now, in & way, that éteposes 
of that question, but I am 
to be perfectly fair and go further 
into the question. The League of 
Nations has no power whatever to 
declare war, and no more right ~ 
than a man in Timbuctoe.
